Quite 90 per cent. of the servanta at 
Buckingham Palace, and other royal 
residences, are the sons or daughters 
of people employed in some capacity 
or other by royalty, or of tenants on 
the royal estates. 

The whole staff of maidservants, of 
whom there are over fifty at, Bucking- 
ham Palace, are under the control 
of Mrs. Rosalie Dodds, the head house. 
keeper. The maids rise at 6a,m. in the 
winter and 5.30 a.m. in the summer. 
Breakfast is served in the large maid- 
Servants’ hall at seven o’clock, and 
three of the maids are selected in 
turn each week to wait on the others 
at meals. 

From eight to noon the maids are 
at work in the different sets of rooms 
allotted to their. charge. Each room 
is then inspected by one of the assist- 
ant housexeepers, of whom ther are 


| Six, to see that it has been put pro- 


perly in order, and at half-past twelve 
a report is made to Mrs. Dodds by 
the assistant housekeepers that what 
is called the “morning work” has 
been finished. 

In the afternoon a certain number 
of the maids are allowed off duty be- 
tween 3 and 6 p.m. The maids off 
duty have a large and extremely com. 
fortable room to sit in, where they 
can read, write, or do their own work, 
and where, with the consent of the 
head housekeeper, they can see their 
friends, 


The “outings” of the maidservants | 
are erranged by the head housekeeper. | 


Hach maid is allowed out once a week 
from 6 to 10 p.m., and she can go out 
when off duty in the afternoon by 
permission of Mrg. Dodds. A whole 


day “outing” is given to each maid- | 


servant, from 
once a month. 

Each girl on entering service at 
Buckinghem Palace is given a vrint- 
ed copy of the rules and regulations 
She will be required to obey, and 
with which she must make herself 
thoroughly acquainted. 

For the first month a maid at Buck- 
ingham Palace is regarded as a pro- 
bationer. Ii, at the end of that time, 
she is not strong enough for the work, 
or does not like it, she is generally 
found employment at one of the other 
resiuences of royalty. 

But as the maids who are promoted 
to the best psid positions in the 
royal service are usually selected 
from the staff at Buckingham Paluce, 
a girl always does her best to quauiy 
for service under Mrs. Dodds.

Various organizations at their 
annial meetings and in their 
official organs, have, especially 
during the past few years, call- 
ed the attention of the Govern- 
ment to the destruction of the 
forests on the eastern slope. of 
the Rocky Mountains, have put 
forth widely varying schemes} 
of relief. Some of these have 
asked that the Government! 

build storage reservoirs on the | 

large. tributaries of. the rivers 
and thus artiiicially hold back 
the flood waters. Others, un- 
derstanding the waterholding 
powers of a timber cover, have 
declared that no logging opera- 
tions should be permitted on 
the easterti slope of the Rock- 
ies. The practical intermediate 
suggestion has been that the in- 
terests of the lumberman, the 
miner, the rancher, and of the 
whole prairie population should 
be respected, and that the gov- 
ernment should, after a thor- 
ough study of local conditions, 
devise regulations © governing 
fire protection, Inmbering, and 
the opening of land for home- 
steading, such as would permit 
the full use of all resources, the 
cutting of the timber and_ the 
settling of the agritultural and 
ranch land, but which would 
prevent its devastation and sub- 
sequent waste. The first step 
toward such a policy was taken 
last summer when a detailed in- 
\vestigation was started, which 
will embrace a study of the de- 
pendence of the different com- 
mercial interests on the forests, 
minerals and water of the east- 
ern slope, and which it is hoped 


will show how shill coopera 
ion and” the 
Government, the resources may, 
while being used, be best con- 
served for the benefit of the 
country. This investigation has 
not yet covered a large portion 
of the country, nor are all the 
results available, but- enough 
has been done to show the great 
value to all western citizens of 
a forest cover on the east slope 
of the Rocky Mountains and to 


give an idea of how the timber]. 


may be best protected. 

The timberland of the eastern 
slope of the Rockies differs in 
character and situation from 
any other in Canada. From 
the International Boundary 140 
miles north to the main line of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway 
thé forest area consists of a 
strip fifteen to forty miles_wide 
between the elevations of 3,500 
and 6,500 feet. The whole of 
this mountainous belt is not-un- 
der timber; a large proportion 
of it, that which comprises the 
very steep mountains, the sum- 
mits of the ridges and the high- 
ev peaks, is, because of its very 
rocky nature or extreme alti- 
tude, incapable of producing 
cotumercial timber. The re- 
mainder of the area, the valleys 
ofthe main rivers and their 
tributaries, the gentler slopes 
leading to them and the lower 
ridges separating them have in} 
the early days been completely 
covered with dense stands of 
lodgepole — pine, Engelmanv’'s 
spruce and Douglas fir. These

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APACHES OF OLO WOR 


THEY ARE THE MOST DREADED 
CRIMINALS OF ALL PARIS. 


Victim Has No Chance With These 
Desperate Characters, Who Mave 
No Regard For Human Life and 
Often Kill Wantonly—"Kissing the 
Widow” Is Fatal to the Stranger— 
Description of a London Journalist. 


In Paris there is no more dread ed 
criminal than the’ “Apache”—pro- 
nounced ‘“‘Apash” by the French, iv 
atead of with three syllables, as it 
Ametica. The Apache is not like the 
London “‘hooligan;”’ but he is liar 
to himself, unlike the criminal of any 
other city. He murders ee, 
for the glory of committing the crime, 
often killing a man for no visible rea. 
son other than .to boast of it to the 
members of his band, just as the In 
dians whence came his mame delight- 
ed in adding scalps to the oy Seorpe 
string of gory trophies. The Parisiar> 
Apache has an utter disregard for life. 
It is the daring with which he com- 
mits murder and his cool and ever 
boastful air when caught that in » 
large measure is responsible for the 
restoration of the guillotine and the 
death’ penalty. 

The Canadian felon convicted of o 
capital crime speaks of the penalty 
as “stretching hemp.» The Frenc.» 
criminal comes of a more romantic 
and imaginative race, s9 he speaks of 
the guillotine poute as “kissing the 
widow.” 

The Apache’s pal is) nearly ¢lways 
a woman, or “Apache girl,” as she is 
usually called. T)}: method of attack- 
ing the intended victim is simple 
erough. A woman approaches hin. 
She is always of the same type, the 
tight-fitting waist, the skirt short and 
flaring, the hat a cheap exaggeration 
of the prevailing mode. She engages: 
the stranger, willing or unwilling, in 
conversation just long enough to en- 
able the Apache to steal up from be- 
hind a corner or from under the cover 
of some shadow. In an instant the: 
woman has- pinned the man’s arms, @ 
knife has been run into him and he 
is on the ground dying. 

The Apaches nearly always work 
with the knife, occasionally with the 
blackjack, but never with a revolver, 
except when they are fighting among 
themselves. Their method is to sur- 
prise the victim from behind. They 
rarely attack him openly unless the 
band be very strong, for they take no 
chances. No demand for money is- 
made at the. muzzle of the pistol- 
Their motto is, ‘‘Kill first and rob 
afterward.” 

Though a daring criminal in his 
work, the Apache lives much like a 


skulking hyena. The way of it is 
graphically told by John N. Raphael, 
writing for a London paper, who says 


in the course of his cle: 

“We went to another doss house- 
amaller and‘more disréputable. On 
the way there Duvel (I will call the 
detective by this name, which is not 
hie ren wer Wrus “that “the 


owner of the doss house’ Was ‘a very” 


useful servant of the police force. 
“We let him steal his provisions with- 
out interference, or get them stolen 
for him from the markets,’ he ex- 
lained, ‘on the understanding thet 

e will pay if complaints are mad 
and will keep us well informed about 
his guests. He makes a good deal of 
money out of his twopences in this 
way, as his provisions cost him noth- 
ing, and he is very useful to us.” And 
then Duval pulled open the door, a 
door which opened outward for ob- 
vious reasons, and we went in. 

“Two of our neriy tted the 
visit immediately. They thought it a 
shame to have eaten so well. As we 
walked in, a stench rose up out of the: 
dusk that was positively appalling. 
It wes a solid wall of evil odor. Ty 
of the party rushed out there and 
then and waited for us outside. When 
we rejoined them they looked as 
though they had just ‘crossed t!> 
channel 9n a rouch day and in one of 
the smallest boats. 

“Inside it took us a moment to gt 
used to the want of light. There wes 
only a small, smoky lantern, whic! 
stood on the counter by the proprietor- 
He was a_ huge, broad-shouldered, 
pock-marked man in his shirt sleeves 
an ex-hoxer, Duval told us.

or 700. On the upper floors are beds 
upon the rope. They are a strip of 
sacking, hung hammockwise, \ on 
which the men and women sleep and 
which are let down with a run to 
wake them up and turn them out ip 
the mornings 

“Besides these doss houses, the 
seamy side of Paris has its ball-rooms 
and its cabarets. The Apaches and 
their sady triande there are extremely 
real, 80 an average of two knife 
wounds 4 night and one murder a 
week is nothing at all out of the way.
